Free delivery of Letters by Carriers at the 
residence of owners may be secured by. ob- 
serving the following Rules: 

1, Direct letters plainly to the street and 
number, as well as the Postoffice and State. 

2. Head letters with the name of the wri- 
ter’s Postoffice and State, Street and Number. 
Sign them with full name, and request that 
answers be directed accordingly. 

3. Letters sent to strangers or transient vis- 
itors In town or city, whose special address 
may be unknown, should be marked on the 
lower left hand corner with the word “ Tran- 
sient.”’ 

4. Place the postage stamp on the upper 
right hand corner, and leave space between 
the stamp and direction for pd% marking, 
without interfering with the writing. 

N.B.—A request for the return of a letter to 
the writer, if unclaimed within thirty days 
or less, written or printed, with the writer’s 
name, Postoffice and State across the left 
hand side of the envelope, on the face side, 
will be complied with. Letters bearing such 
endorsements will be rotaymed to the writer, 
free of postage. 

Parties now renting Boxes, or receiving 
their mall matter through the General Deliv- 
ery, can recelve their mails at their resi- 
dences or places of business, regularly and 
without risk, by the Carrier system of Free 
Delivery. Au order to this effect left at the 
Chief Clerk’s desk will secure immediate at- 
tention. 

The advantage of the Free Delivery system 
cannot be too highly esthmated. It is more 
regular, more secure, and more convenient 
than the box system. Many letters pass 
through the mails, reach this city,and are 
deposited inthe boxes safely, but because of 
a divided responsibility, fail to reach the firm 
or familly addressed, 

The Carriers are all sworn to a faithful per- 
fermaunce of service, and are under heavy 
bonds for an honest discharge of duty. 

It the business community could be in- 
duced to cease sending boys to the Postoffice 
for their mail matter, and accept the means 
provided by the Department for a safe deliv- 
ery of letters through responsible carriers, a 
great evil wouki be corrected, and many 
losses (now occurring) prevented. 

Valuable Letters should be carried to the 
Postofiice and registered. If money is to be 
remitted, a Postal Money Order should be ob- 
tained. If upon points where there is no 
money order office, then the letter should be 
registered. Money should never b@ englosed 
in an ordinary letter.

Letter from Judge Connally F. Trigg 
on the Subject. 


Under date of Knoxville, Tenn., 
July 19, 1869, Judge Connally F. Trigg, 
United States Distriet Judge, writes 
to Mr. Rowland Cox,.of the American 
Law Times, of Washington City, 
touching the celebrated Decatur cot- 
ton case, one of the most important 
eases that has arisen since the war. 
The principal points in the letter are 
as follows: 

It was a case of great interest, and 
more than three weeks were consumed 
in its trial. Theinformation charged 
first, that the cotton (1500 bales) had 
been sold or given, purchased or ac- 
quired, with the intent to be used in 
aiding, abetting and promoting the 
late insurrection, and that the same 
was used by the owners, or by their 
consent, in aiding, abetting and pro- 


of the act of Congress, approved the 
6th day of August, 1861, and thereby 
became a lawful subject of prize and 
capture; second, it was charged that 
the cotton had been purchased in and 
was being transported from a State or 
district in insurrection against the 
United States into some one of the 
loyal States, and that the same be- 


States, being in violation of the ac 
of Congress, approved July 138, 1561. 
The issues were made upon these two 
charges in the information, and a vast 
amount of testimony, oral and writ- 
ten, was given to the jury. The ver- 
dict.of the jury in favor of the claim- 
ant upon the first charge in the infor- 
mation, I think, resulted mainly from 
the charge of the Court as to the ef- 
fect of the proclamation of pardon and 
amnesty issued by the President on 
the 28th day of December, 15638. 

The Court charged the jury, substan- 
tially, that if thecotton in controversy 
had been sold or given, purchased or 
acquired, with the intent that the same 
should be used in aiding, abetting or 
promoting the insurrection in the 
spring of 1865, or if the owners con- 
baribec that thesame might be so used; 
that the proclamation aforesaid, of the 
24th of December; 1868, had the effect 
to remove the guilt of the party thus 
selling or giving the cotton to be used, 
andalso the guilt of the owner con- 
senting tosuch use, and thereby re- 
lieved the property itself from being a 
lawful subject of prize, and capture 
under and by virtue of the said act of 
August 6, 1861. The second charge in 
the information—to-wit, that the cot- 
ton had been purchased in a State or 
district in insurrection, and was being 
thence transported into some one of 
the loyal States, in violation of the 
act of July 13, 1861—was decided in 
favor of theclaimant, mainly, [ think, 
upon the cha of the Court to the 
effect, substantially, as follows: That 
the act last mentioned, commonly 
termed the Non-intercourse act, pro- 
hibited all commercial intercourse be- 
tween the inhabitants of the States 
or parts of States declared in insurrec- 
tion andthe rest of the UnitedStates, 
and such commercial intercourse 
should be unlawful as long ‘as such 
condition of hostility should con- 
tinue.”” That the act, by its own lim- 
itation, would cease to be operative 
whenever the insurrectiouary forces 
threw down their arms, surrendered 
to the authority of the United States, 
and their hestile demonstrations had 


could not judicially know that hostil- 
ities had ceased unless that fact had 
been brought to its attention by plea 
or motion, and not until the President 
had issued his proclamation so de- 
claring. But the Court being of opin- 
ion that, inasmuch as no formal de- 
claration Was necessary in a domestic 
war, the Courts would take judicial 
cognizance of the fact that war existed, 
so likewise when the war was ended, 
It could hardly be supposed that this 
Court should affect ignorance of a 
great facfin the history of the coun- 
try, Which was known to every man, 
woman and child throughout = the 
length and breadth of the land, and 
keep its eyes closed until they »should 
be open by the formality of asplea and 
the proclamation of the President. 


Court accordingly instructed 
the “jury that the rebel forces on 
the west side of the Mississippi 


River, being the last to do so, having 
surrendered to the authority of the 
United States on the 2ith or 25th of 
May, 1865, if they should believe froin 
the evidence that the cotton in contro- 
versy was not shipped from within 
the rebel lines until after that time, 
that then the non-intercourse act, asit 
is called, had ceased by its own limi- 
tation to be operative, and’ the cotton 
was not forfeited under said act by 
coming from an insurrectionary State 
or district into a loyal State or part of 
a State not declared in insurrection. 
There were other points in the instruc- 
tions given to the jury, such as per- 
mits claimed to have been issued by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and Mr. 
President Lincoln, which may have 
had some weight with the jury, but 
as those stated doubtless mainly influ- 
enced the decision of the case in favor 
of the claimant of the cotton, I deem 
it needless at this time to recur to any 

uestions of law stated in the charge of 
the Court. 

Not having the leisure just now to 
Ww out my charge in extenso, I 
thought it might not be uninteresting 
to you to state the main points upon 
which L apprehend the case was deci- 
ded. Iam sorry thatI cannot com- 
ply with your yg ae by sending a 
complete copy of the opinion, but cir- 
cumstances are such as to render it 
impracticable at this time.
